Laboratory tests to determine if 
possible what virus causes influenza 
will be undertaken this week by 

baetenologisit.s of the Health 

Department, Working under the 

direction of Dr. William H. Park, 
head of the Hur«au of I.ahoratoi ics. 
and Dr. W. C. Noble in charge of 
the laboratories of the Metropolitan 

Life Insurance Company . 

The tests, made possible L 
additional gift of the Metrop. 
Life to a fund set aside ten so. us 

or the study of influenza, have 
prompted by an increase of 

that disease sii.ee Januars 1st. 

The experiment will be to deter 

mine if the ordinary germs known to 

scientists, or germs still unknown, 
are piesent in culture mat. 
which will be obtained from 
the company's personnel under Dr. 
Noble's direction. 

The success of test will depend 
on whether the germ causing the 

present nation-wide epidemic is 

filterable. If it is not lilt. 

actual virus mas- be found and iso- 
lated. Experiments in other epide- 
mics have indicated that the virus 

is filterable,
